I  can  honesdy  say  that  I 
don't  think  I  was  completely  prepared  for  the  challenge  I  was  about  to  face. 
This  is  not  a  typical  musical  -  then  again,  I  was  lucky  enough  not  to  have  a 
typical  cast  and  crew.  Andre  broke  apart  Sondheim  into  parts  I  still  don't 
understand.  Georgina  found  the  words  when  my  mind  (so  often!)  went 
blank.  Erin  and  Gina  were  overly  prepared  for  every  rehearsal.  Thank  you. 

I  was  also  lucky  to  have  a  dedicated  cast.  A  small  cast  of  fourteen, 
we  were  able  to  have  fun  and  still  put  on  the  incredible  show  that  you  are 
about  to  see.  These  fourteen  people  are  extraordinarily  talented  and 
dedicated  (and  extremely  good  at  playing  “Werewolf!”). 

“What  would  we  do  without  you?”  Thank  you  all  for  coming  and 
enjoy  the  show!

Hello  everyone,  and  welcome  to  our  first  show  of  2004, 
Stephen  Sondheim  and  George  Furth's  “Company!”  Certainly  one  of 
our  most  challenging  productions  to  date,  Sondheim's  examination 
on  the  intricacies  of  marriage  and  relationships  is  known  almost  as 
much  for  its  notorious  characters  as  it  is  for  the  musical  demands  of 
musicians  and  performers! 

Opening  at  the  Alvin  Theatre  on  Broadway  on  April  26, 
1970,  “Company”  ran  for  705  performances  (after  only  seven 
previews)  before  ending  its  run  on  New  Year's  Day  of  1972.  Revered 
for  the  brilliant  music  and  lyrics  of  theatre  legend  Stephen  Sondheim 
(whose  better  known  shows  include  “Sweeney  Todd,”  and  “Into  the 
Woods,”  as  well  as  lyricist  for  “Gypsy”  and  “West  Side  Story”)  and 
the  witty,  almost  timeless  book  by  George  Furth,  the  production 
made  a  major  impact  at  the  1971  Tony  Awards,  being  nominated  for 
twelve  awards,  including  two  nominations  apiece  for  both  Best 
Actress  and  Best  Featured  Actress,  and  actually  taking  home  six, 
including  Best  Musical,  Best  Book,  Best  Original  Score,  Best  Lyrics, 
and  a  Tony  for  director  Harold  Prince.  Revived  for  a  short  while  in 
1995,  the  show  has  since  become  a  cult  favorite  amongst  theatre 
enthusiasts,  being  performed  nationwide  for  those  willing  to  take  the 
risk  of  the  difficult  music  and  complicated  themes. 

As  always,  the  Livingston  Theatre  Company  has  compiled  a 
staff  and  cast  that  have  been  working  extraordinarily  hard  in  the 
hopes  of  entertaining  you  tonight.  Due  to  your  support,  the  LTC  is 
always  growing,  reaching  for  newer  heights  and  constantly  striving 
for  greater  goals.  We  hope  you  enjoy  the  show  as  much  as  we  do, 
and  we  look  forward  to  seeing  you  on  April  22-25  for  our  final 
production  of  the  season,  “Damn  Yankees!”
